"I am the keynote of the whole situ- 


ation," Schepps is quoted as saying. 
"If I talk it will reach a long ways." 
Schepp, according to Rose rode in the 
murder car up town and later paid the 
gun men for their work. 
The public prosecutor has sent an 


officer to bring Schepps to this city 
and 
has also 
requested 
the Hot 


Spring officials not to turn their man 
over to anyone without instructions 
from the district attorney's office. 


District Attorney AV.hitman 
wants 


his own men to see Schepps before 
the police get to him. The aldermanic

experiments aimed to find some way 
of checking the predatory activities 
of the beetles which bore holes in 
tobacco and cigars have been success- 
ful, according to ,1 report made here 
today by W. D. Hunter of the federal 
bureau of entomology. 
The report: 


contains a list of precautions for cigar 
manufacturers and the tobacco grow- 
er. 
Fumigation is recommended an 


an effective p.reventativc. 
Investiga- 


tion of 
the beetles' activities show- 


that larvae are deposited in the open 
ends of cigars. When they hatch they 
eat their way out, generally boring 
the length of the cigar. The Japanese 
government was responsible for the 
federal investigation. 
The manager 


of Japan's tobacco monopoly protested 
when he received a. big shipment of 
leaves that were perforated.

If we are to have a city governed j 


by the arms of the law, it we are to 
have the sanctity of our homes pre- 
served, such flagrant disregard 
for 


law and order should be punished. It 
it .up to tlie authorities to take some 
action and if they refuse to do so it is 
up to the citizens as a whole to de- 
mand they do or learn the reason why 
they will not. 


As 
a 
citizen 
of 
Janesville, 
I 


view with regret the apparent disre- 
gard for the law as shown 
by some, 


classes of people. I am sorry that our 
courts do not make a better example 
of the cases brought before them by 
meting out severe punishment to of- 
fenders.' The court records, the police 
records, will show that many 
times 


during the past few months, youn 
girls have been taken into custody by 
the police, being found intoxicated, or 
in disreputable places and that but a

ness therefore, seeks a course that re- 
sults in profit. 


"The receipts of a business, being 


the result of sales at the best price 
obtainable, are always as high as they 
can possibly be. 
When business is 


run at a loss there are but two things 
fo do: increase the sales so that the 
per cent of overhead expense will be 
reduced and a profit result thereby, 
or, reduce the disbursements. Dis- 
bursements embrace largely materials 
purchased, wages, taxes, and some- 
times rent.

A R M A G E D D O N . 


Frequent reference during the pres- 


ent campaign to Armageddon in, po- 
litical addresses has led to the in- 
quiry, "What is the great significance 
of this particular spot?" In the rush 
of everyday life the average citizen 
lives, the tales of the old testament 
are oftentimes lost sight of and per- 
haps 
entirely 
forgotten. 
However, 


the Kansas City Star answers the in- 
quiry in the following editorial: 
As 


the campaign progresses it might be 
well to remember the significance of 
the remark. 


"We stand at Armageddon and we 


battle for the Lord," said Mr. Roose- 
velt at Chicago last month, and sev- 
eral thousand persons cheered wildly 
at the announcement. Of those sev- 
eral thousand it is doubtful whether 
a half dozen knew whether Armaged- 
don was a way station on the Mis- 
souri Pacific or the name of the Turk- 
ish ambassador. 
As a matter of fact 


it is a highly mythical locality, men- 
tioned once in the bible. 


St. John, in the last book of the bi- 


ble, Revelation, speaks of a great bat- 
tle which is to be fought between the 
forces of Christ and Antichrist, of 
righteousness and mammon. 


"And 
he gathered them together in- 


to a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue, Armageddon," the prophet 
wrote. 


"Them" referred to "the kings of 


the earth and of the whole world," 
and Armageddon was the last grea. 
battle, in which the forces of evi 
were to be forever overwhelmed. 


The book of Revelation is not easj 


to understand, with its obscure refer 
ences, its wealth of confused descrip 
tions. The reference to Armageddoj 
is very brief and somewhat mystic 
but the analogy between the situa 
tion the prophet predicted and tha 
existing today, is not difficult to see 
On the one side all the forces of cor 
ruption, of special privilege, of dis 
honor lined up together 
in uuhol 


warfare; on the other the people the 
voice of whom is the voice of God 
One has only to know a little of the 
history of Armageddon to perceive 
the 
appropriateness 
of 
Roosevelt's, 


imagery. 


The real earthly Armageddon, to 


which St. John referred, Bible schol 
ars are agreed, was the plain of Es 
draelon in Palestine.

toric battle ground, and most of the 
great struggles for the possession o 
Israel have been 
fought there. I 


may well have been on the plain o 
Bsdraelon, or Armageddon, that "the 
Assyrian came down like a wolf or 
tlie fold, his cohorts all gleaming in 
purple and gold."

WARNS AGAINST THE 


AMINITA MUSHROOM 


Prominent Physician Gives Out State- 


ment Warning People Against 


Eating Poison Fungi. 


"Having just been in attendance 


upon a most 
distressing and pitiful 


case :of fatal mushroom 
poisoning, 


1 feel impelled to sound a note of 
warning," said a physician Sunday. 
"The continued wet weather has re- 
sulted in an abundant crop of wild 
mushrooms. Seldom 'have I seen the 
woods at this season of the year so 
full of them and in such great vari- 
ety as at present, and never have I 
seen the deadly Aminita in such pro- 
fusion. Jt is easy in almost any woods 
about the town to gather in a short 
time enough of this most 
bea.iitiful 


fungus to kill off a hundred people, 
and there is enough of it growing 
hereabouts to fatally poison the en- 
tire population of Ihe city. 


Aminita Family Is Deadly. 


"There are only a few of the hun- 


dreds of varieties, that are poison- 
ous, and the deadly ones are nearly 
nil included in the one family, Ami- 
nila. There are some 
twenty mem- 


bers of this family, all very beauti- 
ful in appearance, and 
some, even 


of these, are edible, but while the 
recognition of the family is easy, th?1 
differentiation of the species is some- 
times very difficult, and so the ban 
should be put most emphatically up- 
on tile whole family. 


"Its 
distinguishing features 
are 


these: It is one of 
the 
'umbrella 


mushrooms, having white gills on the 
under side. The upper surface of the 
paps may ha.ve a variety of colors, 
from snow .white to beautiful- shades

IN TIME OF POLITICAL UNREST 


ITS POSITION IS UNQUES- 


TIONED, SAYS SPEAKER. 


STANDS 
FOR UPLIFT 


HAY FEVER SEASON 


IS CLOSE AT HAND 


Oliver W. Stewart in Address Here 


Sunday, Points to Voter 
As Re- 


sponsible For 
Legalized 


Liquor Traffic. 


"If a million men had cast their 


votes for Chafin in 1908 there would 
-be but one thing which would stand 
cut as a beacon light in the present 
political chaos, and that would be 
the cause of prohibition.". This was 
the statement of Oliver W. Stewart, 
the prohibition orator of Chicago, in 
his address at the Methodist chiirch 
yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Stewart emphasized the neces- 


sity of an organized party which shall 
stand out against the organized and 
legalized liquor traffic in this coun- 
try.' Prohibition is a prinicple which 
caii become effective only through the 
insistence of a political party, he said, 
which is pledged to fight for the uplift 
of men.- 


"Never has there been a time of 


greater political chaos," he declared. 
"You 
may say that.a man is a repub- 


lican and you are asked, what kind of 
a republican. You call a man a dem- 
ocrat and it means nothing until you 
have qualified and 
explained your 


statement, by telling 
just what 
he 


thinks arid believes' politcally. But 
this is a compliment to the voters of 
today. It indicates that they are think- 
ing for themselves and that they are 
not being lead by a few men who run 
the party for selfish ends." 


In 
this 
connection 
the 
speaker 


pointed out that the prohibition par- 
ty had stood for one great principle 
2nd that party and principle he would 
always support as long is it. meant 
death of the organized liquor traffic. 
And he would never vote with a party 
standing for the perpetuation of the 
liquor traffic". 


In opening his address, Mr. Stew- 


art declared that the Christian church 
wns the greatest organized force for 
good and opposed to it as the great- 
est organized force for evil he placed 
the legalized saloon. 


He l proceeded to indicate 
very 


plainly who was responsible for this 
powerful force for evil in this s'.ate. 
The voters with their "power of the 
ballot virtually say when they cast 
their vote that as much of the execu- 
tive power in this state as belongs 
to me 1 will delegafcp to so and so, and 
as much of the legislative power in 
this state as belongs to me I will del- 
egate to this man. And so every kind 
. of governmental 
power is transmit- 


ted at-the ballot box. 


Saloon protected government is se- 


cured only by delegating the govern- 
mental powei|> «> men who stand for 
legalizing -.the 
6" ifluor traffic and men 


who fail to vote'for men who are out 
and out opposed to the saloon, are 
responsible for the present conditions 
in the state of Wisconsin. 
Here the speaker found opportunity 


to refer to woman's suffrage. 
The 


women were in no way responsible 
for these things at present, he said, 
but he hoped that 
in another 
two 


years they would have the right to 
exert their influence through the bal- 
lot. This declaration 
for the 
equal 


suffrage cause was greeted with ap- 
plause. 


In speaking 
of the case in 
Ohio 


'where prohibition in some counties 
had been a failure to some extent, Mr. 
Stewart declared that a county could- 
not be dry when the court house was 
wet. He explained that what he meant 
was that the saloon forces had been 
shrewd enough to see that if 
they 


could elect the sheriff and district 
attorney they needn't bother whether 
the county went wet or dry. The offi- 
cials would be on their side and that 
wonkl be all that was necessary. The 
prohibitionists 
made their 
mistake 


when they failed to unite on men who 
when elected to office would stand for 
the prohibition cause which was car- 
ried. 


Mr. Stewart is an 
eloquent . and 


forceful -speaker and presents his ar- 
guments in a logical and decisive man- 
ner. He began yesterday on an eight 
days' tour of .the state on behalf of 
the prohibition party arid will, speak 
in about sixty 
different 
cities and 


towns. He filled three engagements 
yesterday speaking at Beloit, JaneB- 
ville and Milton. Mr. Stewart also 
takes up a collection or secures sub- 
i-cription for the aid of the party's 
work. A considerable 
amount 
was 


raised at the meeting yesterday.
